A PALESTINIAN Authority 
minister talked of a crisis; Is- 
rael denied it. But yesterday's 
Erez summit broke up in 
deadlock after PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat failed to per- 
suade Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin to lift the closure on 


Gaza. 

‘Arafat scuttled a planned 
joint press conference and 
‘avoided reporters on bis way 
out of the liaison offices at the 
entrance to the Gaza Strip. 

“T think it is a crisis,” Informa- 
tion Minister Yasser Abed- 


Rabbo told reporters at an im-* 


promptu meeting. But on this, as 
on other issues, there was πὸ 
agreement. 

“I am not trying to say there 
are not differences, but 1 will by 
no means describe the meeting as 
a crisis. Nor is there a stop in the 
talks between us,” Rabin told 
reporters. 

Talks are to continue, and Ra- 
bin and Arafat are to meet again 
next Thursday. 

“We are ready to keep the clo- 
sure, on the one hand, and con- 
tinue the segotiations, on the 
other, because we believe there 
should be no halt in the negotia- 
tions,” he said. 

Israeli officials, however, are 
concerned that yesterday's meet- 
ing will cast a shadow over Sun- 
day's meeting of foreign minis- 
ters of Israeli. Jordan, Egypt, the 
Palestinians, and the US in 
Washington. The US hopes to 
use the session to push regional 
cooperation. 
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ter Yossi Beilin, who also attend- 
ed the talks, shared Rabin’s view. 

“We don’t have the possibility 
of lifting the closure now. be- 
cause we have solid information 
about possible terrorist events in 
the near future.” Sarid said. 

“{ wish the security situation 
would be such that the closure 
could be lifted," Rabin said. 

Palestinians, though, have lit- 
fe understanding of Israel's need 
to keep them away after serious 
terrorist attacks. They simply 
consider the closure vindictive. 

The Nablus-based Center for 
Palestine Research and Studies 
yesterday published a survey 
showing that 64.3 percent of Pal- 
estinians consider Rabin’s “sepa- 
ration” plan “retaliatory and vin- 
dictive collective punishment.” 

Arafat tried to persuade Rabin 
the PA has taken serious mea- 
sures inst terrorism, saying 
the Palestinian Police had foiled 
several) planned attacks. the lat- 
est being a svicide-bomber plot 
on Wednesday night. 

"The Palestinian Police has ar- 
rested more than 80 activists from 
Nayef Hawatmeh's Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine, and 20 from Islamic Jihad 
this week, some in house-to- 
house searches. They closed 
down DFLP headquarters and 
the Islamic Jihad newspaper 
office. 

However, Israeli security 
sources noted that the DFLP is a 
soft target, and.that few Hamas 
members have been arrested. 
They even suspect that Hamas. 
which initially claimed responsi- 
bility, not the DFLP, carried out

EU visit to Orient House 
‘reconfirms position on J’lem’

PALESTINIAN leaders in Jeru- 
salem met European foreign min- 
isters at Orient House to discuss 
the peace process yesterday, de- 
spite government threats to pre- 
vent such talks in Jerusalem. 


French Foreign Minister Alain 
Juppe, German Secretary of 
State for European Affairs Hans- 


.Friedrich von Pioetz, and Span- 


ish Secretary of State Carlos 
Westendorp “told us their visit to 
Orient House is a reconfirmation 
of their position on Jerusalem.” 
said Ghassan Khatib, of the Pal- 
estinian Peoples Party. 

Khatib said he understood the 
three to mean that they support 
the Palestinians’ claim to eastern 
Jerusalem. The European minis- 
ters declined to comment after 
the meeting. 

Government leaders had said 
they were allowing the meeting, 
because it was ‘‘a courtesy visit." 
However, the Palestinian partici- 
pants made clear that it was a 
“working meeting.”” 

“We raised with them what we 
saw as the main threats to the 
Peace process -- settlement ex- 
pansion, including in Jerusalem, 
and the delays in the [IDF] rede- 
ployment,” Khatib said after the 
Meeting. 

“They reiterated their commit- 
ment to the peace process, and 
said that they. too, believe the 
settlements are an obstacle to 
peace,” Khatib said. 

The Curopean ieaders prom- 
ised continued aid for Palestinian 
institutns in Jerusalem, Khatib 
said. Detailed discussion of aid to 
the Palestinian Authority was left 
to Palestinian leaders in Gaza, he 
added.

NPT feud overshadows summit; Christopher says Arafat more forthcoming

EFFORTS to hammer out 8 jomt 
statement for Sunday’s foreign 
ministers’ summit here are being 
complicated by the Isracli-Egyp- 
tian fend over the Jatter’s demand 
that Israel sign the international 
Nuclear Nou-Proliferation Trea- 
ty (NPT). 
- Israeli officials said last night . 
the US. hopes to have Sunday’s 
communique inchide a statement 
about regional cooperation on 
non-proliferation. 

“They really want it to appear 


in the joint statement,’ an offi- 
cial said. 

Last week’s meeting between 
foreign ministers Shimon Peres 
and Amr Moussa seemed to have 
toned down the Israeli-Egyptian 
rift over NPT in advance of the 
Jordan-Israel-Egypt-PLO sum- 
mit in Cairo. As a result of the 
Peres-Moussa meeting, the Cairo 
communique commended Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak’s efforts to 
rid the region of weapons of mass 
destruction and said the parties 


would ‘‘pursue 3 mutually verifi- 
able zone’’ free of such weapons. 

But Moussa has stated recently 
that Egypt would not agree to the 
joint statement Sunday that in- 
cludes a condemnation of terror- 
ism unless Israel committed to 
sign the NPT. 

““What's clear is that we and 
the Americans want to see the 
summit — the atmosphere, the 


joint statement - be successful,” 
the Israeli official said. ‘‘Mous- 
sa's statements aren't exactly 
helpful, but rather are inflaming 
the situation.’ 

But ἃ senior administration of- 
ficial said that while not “‘every- 
one has similar views here,”’ the 
US believes the matter ‘‘won’t be 
a problem”, 

Meanwhile, Secretary of State 


Warren Christopher told a Jewish 
group Wednesday night that PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat has been 
“much more forthcoming iti his 
actions and his statements’’ about 
cracking down on terrorism. 

Nevertheless, “‘there is a lot 
more he can do,”’ including con- 
demning terrorism in his Arabic 
Statements, a participant in the 
meeting reported Christopher as 
telling the Conference of Presi- 
dents of Major American Jewish 
Organizations. 


The meeting was also attended 
by Assistant Secretary for Near 
East affairs Robert PeSletreau 
and US peace team members 
Dennis Ross and Aaron Miller. 

Christopher said he is more 
satisfied than he had previously 
been with Arafat's commitment 
to act against those who have at- 
tacked Israelis, the source said. 

Christopher also told the group 
the administration continues to 
press Syria to evict terrorist 
groups from is territory.

Presidents’ Conference may name Sephardi chief

THE Conference of Presidents of 
Major American Jewish Organi- 
zations is poised to name its first- 
ever Sephardi leader. 

Meeting here on Wednesday 
night, the conference’s nominat- 
ing committee selected Leon 
Levy, a New Yorker, to become

0 surprisingly, Prime Minister Yitz- 
Rabin refused in his meeting with 
Yun Arafat at the Erez checkpost yes- 
terday to lift the closure of the territories and 
tclease Palestinian terrorists from prison. The 
latest murder of an Israeli in Gaza, under the 
noses of the Palestinian Police, ruled out such 
agesture. It is clear that, at this point, most 
Israelis would deeply resent the resumption of 
free movement from the territories. And Rabin 
is too aware of his position in the polls to defy 
the public on this issue. Nat only is Binyamin 
Netanyahu ahead of him by at least 14 points: 
even Rafael Eitan has a slight edge over him. 
Before the lifting of the closure could be 
contemplated, Rabin said, he wants to see a 
sincere, effective effort by Yasser Arafat's re- 
gime ‘“‘to apprehend the inciters, organizers, 
and operators of terrorists.”’ One can only hope 
Rabin will not be fooled by the kind of arrests 
following terrorist strikes which Arafat's minis- 
ter Nabil Shaath recently described as ‘‘nothing 
more than a show.’’ Indeed, the suddenness 
with which the Palestinian Acthority has an- 
nounced the prevention of various planned at- 
tacks on Israeli targets makes one wonder if 
Arafat's effort will focus on inventing fiction or 
creating facts. 
Nor should the general coolness of the Erez 
meeting obscure the fact that Arafat did extract 
one concession: he managed to convince Rabin 


that the PA must have another 2,000 policemen. 
The police force, now numbering 15,000 men, 
is already twice the size the Cairo accord al- 
lows. And it may be that what enabled Arafat to 
get this concession was Rabin’s own insistence 
that there should be only one armed force in the 
self-rule areas. Rabin may have been persuaded 
that a larger police force is needed to success- 
fully tackle the Islamic and radical rejectionists. 
But the addition of 2,000 troops only increases 
the number of potential terrorists and the quan- 
tities of arms entering the Gaza District. 

The Palestinians argue that the closure only 
increases suffering in the territories, pushing 
more Palestinians to the arms of Hamas, Islamic 
Jihad, and the radicals. But no nation can relin- 
quish measures which enhance its citizens’ se- 
curity. Closure is not a form of collective pun- 
ishment, but a preventive measure. It does make 
it easier to control and to prevent the infiltration 
of terrorists into Israel. 

What Israel must now do to make such con- 
trol more efficient and permanent is allow for- 
eign workers, whose numbers should be limited 
only by market demand, to enter the country. 
Israel does not owe the Palestinians of Judea, 
Samaria, and Gaza a living, especially if it 
means risking Israeli lives. It does owe its 
citizens personal security. If that can be 
achieved best by depriving Palestinians of em- 
ployment places in Israel, so be it. 


Voyage of Discovery 


N a world plagued by wars, violence, 
overpopulation, and economic woes, it 
is not often these days we are moved ta 
cast our eyes skywards for some good news. 
Such a moment of relief came this week, when 
the crews of the American shuttle and the 
Russian space station beamed down some mag- 
nificent pictures of their rendezvous in space. 

It was a worthwhile reminder that, while in 
overcrowdéd cities” and” 
fields, human endeavors fail far short of aspira- 
dons, there are still aspects of man’s genius that 
give reason for hope to future generations. 
Steered by the first woman shutile pilot and 
with a Russian former Mir cosmonaut on board, 
Discovery slipped into a graceful ballet around 
the Mir space station — “‘dancing in the cos- 
mos”’ as shuttle commander James Wetherbee 
told Mir commander Alexander Viktorenko. 

The encounter was the first major joint Rus- 
sian-American operation in space since the end 
of the Cold War. Unlike isolated symbolic joint 
missions of the Soviet era, this week’s trial is a 
first rehearsal for at least seven Shuttle-Mir 
dockings through 1997, which will start in June. 
The United States, Russia and other countries 
will start building an international space station 
in 1997, 

In recent years the space programs have 
come in for severe criticism from various lob- 
bies advocating that governments solve the 
earth's war and welfare problems before throw- 
ing billions into outer space. Their arguments

have often put the space explorers on the defen- 
sive, especially when they cite as justification 
mere “‘human spirit’’ or “sense of adventure.”’

mankind onward. It is not counted in dollars;

These rare photographs allow us sear- 
ingly intimate access to what happened 
during the Holocaust. They convey, in a 
way that no statistic can, some of the trage- 
dy, brutality and dehumanization that the 
Jews endured. 


They are not on display for shock, let 
alone titillation. But the subject is inher- 
ently shocking. To hide or touch up the 

would not only provide am- 
munition to Holocaust deniers; it would 
diminish our already feeble attempt to tell 
the story. 
If that's how it happened, then that’s 
how you show it This historical nudity is 
historical reality. 

While a point could be raised regarding 
respect for the dead, as well as for the 
viewer of the photos, it becomes invalid in 
fight of the context in which it is presented. 
It also insults the intelligence of the visitor 
to Yad Vashem. 

People go there with a particular, almost 
sacred, attitude to the subject, knowing 
they are going to see the horror of horrors. 
They’ve made that adjustment before go- 
ing in, and that applies to the ultra-Ortho- 
dox as well. 

Indecent, immodest? In the context of 
Yad Vashem, terms such as these are so 
faint as to seem totally inapplicable. Many 
exhibits are obscene, outrageous. 

What about the crematoria? They are 
also the stark, unclad wuth. No one would 
suggest they should be hidden. 

We should be grateful for an exhibit that 
enables us, even partially, to identify with 
what was done to Jews by the Nazis. 

The last thing we should be doing is

Alleged ringleader of : | 
Trade Center bombing 
nabbed in Pakistan 


THE Iraqi man portrayed as the 
mastermind of the World Trade 
Center bombing pleaded inuo- 
cent yesterday after he was cap- 
tured in Pakistan and secretly re- 
tumed to New York. 

Ramzi Ahmed Yousef, who 
fled the United States the night of 
the bombing two years ago, was 
arrested Tuesday at the -Holiday 
ton in Islamabad, Pakistan, offi- 
sials announced Wednesday. He 
was brought to New York on a 
US government plane. 

Yousef appeared calm and 
spoke fewer than 10 words during 
the brief appearance before US 
District Judge John F. Keenan. 
“T plead not guilty,’ he said ia 
English, waving off an interpreter 
standing beside him. 

The Iraqi-born Yousef, who 
lived most of his life in Kuwait, is 
charged with 11 counts relating to 
the bombing. The most serious 
charges are punishable by life in 
prison without parole. He told 
the judge he understood the in- 
dictment. The next appearance 
was set for Wednesday. 

Yousef’s assigned lawyer, Av- 
raham C. Moskowitz, said he had 
met with him for only 30 minutes 
yesterday moming. He refused to 
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comment about where his client 
had been for the last two years or 
about the arrest. 

“‘He’s in remarkably good spis- 
its considering the ordeal he’s 
been through,’ Moskowitz said. 
“We were able to have a mean- 
ingful discussion of the charges.’" 

President Clinton called the ar- 
rest “‘a major step forward in the 
fight against terrorism.” 


Authorities say Yousef, who 
came to the United States and 
applied for political asylum in 
1992, bought and mixed the 
chemicals for the bombs that ex- 
ploded February 26, 1993, in a 
van parked under the 110-story 
twin towers, the world’s second- 
tallest buildings. 


The blast killed six people, in- 
jured more than 1,000, caused 
$500 million in damage and 
heightened the fear of interna- 
tional terrorism in mainstream 
America. 

Yousef, 27, escaped the night 
of the bombing, using an alias to 
fly to Irag via Pakistan. His fin- 


gerprints were found on two 
bomb-making manuals seized by 
authorities and on containers of 
bomb-making chemicals, au- 
thorities say. 

Pakistan's Interior Minister, 
Nasirullah Babar, said Yousef 
flew into Pakistan on Sunday us- 
ing an Iraqi passport. He was us- 
ing the alias Ali Khan and staying 
at a Holiday Inn, according to a 
senior Pakistani official speaking 
on condition of anonymity. 

The US State Department had 
posted a $2 million reward for 
Yousef’s capture. It was unclear 
if anyone would get the money. 

Four men were convicted last 
March of carrying out the trade 
center bombing, and they re- 
.ceived life sentences. Another 
suspect is still a fugitive: another 
Pleaded guilty to a minor role. 

Yousef's capture comes. as 11 
other men are on tidal in New 
York, accused of plotting a cam- 
paign of urban terrorism de- 
signed to force the United States 
to change its policies in the Mid- 
die East. Prosecutors say the 
trade center bombing and the as- 
sassination of right-wing extrem- 
ist Rabbi Meir Kahane were the 
opening salvos. 


Prosecutors: Kahane murder was 
salvo in war of urban terrorism 


NEW YORK (AP) -- A student 
who witnessed the assassination 
of Rabbi Meir Kahane recounted 
in detail on Wednesday the mur- 
der that prosecutors now believe 
was the opening salvo in a 
planned war of urban terrorism 
against the United States. 

Ari Gottesmann, who wit- 
nessed the November 5, 1990, 
shooting in a Manhattan hotel, 
identified El Sayyid Nosair as the 
man who killed Kahane. 

Trading icy stares with Nosair, 
Gottesmann gave a federal court 
jury virwally the same descrip- 
tion of the killing that failed to 
convict Nosair of the murder in 
state court. 

NoSair is now standing trial 
with 10 other Moslems accused of 
a much wider plan of terrorism to 
force the United States to change 
iis policies in the Middle East, 
especially in Israel and Egypt. 

The 11 men were allegedly led 


by Sheikh Omar Abdel-Rahmaa 
in a plan to assassinate Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak and 
bomb the United Nations, FBI 
headquarters and two tuanels 
and a bridge connecting New 
York and New Jersey. The Feb- 
ruary 26, 1993 World Trade Cen- 
ter bombing that killed two peo- 
ple and injured more than 1,000 
others also is alleged to be part of 
the terrorism campaign. 

The prosecution is presenting 
evidence about the Kahane kill- 
ing and the Trade Center bomb- 
ing so that jurors can connect the 
terror conspiracy to concrete 
acts. and not just to plans that 
never made it off the drawing 
board, 

Gottesmann pointed to Nosair 
and said he was 100 percent sure 
he was the man who shot 
Kahane.

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Dehaishe will greet Palestinians as an occupying army 


Refugee camp residents are 


apprehensive 


about a future 


under the Palestinian Authority, 
Steve Rodan reports 


ΗΕ men sat in a circle ina 
cold dank room in the De- 
haishe refugee camp out- 

Side Bethlehem. Their ages and 

Status varied from elderly sheikh 

to young professionals. 

Some were aligned with Yasser 
Arafat's Fatah faction of the 
PLO. Others were supporters of 
the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine. Nobody admit- 
ted to being a supporter of Ha- 
mas or Islamic Jihad. All insisted 
on anonymity. 

What brought them together 
for this discussion was their con- 

* cem for the future of the area 

under the Palestinian Authority. 
For months. these men, leading 
activists in Dehaishe, had been 
closely following developments 
in Gaza and their worry was that 
the chaos and brutality there 
would eventually envelop them 
once Israel withdraws. 

“If the Palestinian soldiers 
come here with their guns,” one 
participant said, “then the young 
people in Dehaishe will regard 
them as those of an occupying 
army. 

Dehaishe rests on the Jerusa- 
Jem-Hebron highway about eight 
kms from the southern approach- 
es to the capital. The camp has an 
official population of 8,000, 
many of them refugees who fled 
from the Beit Shemesh and Jeru- 
salem areas during the 1948 War 
of Independence. 

The camp, which is surrounded 
by a tall fence erected by the [DF 
to stop stones being thrown at 
Israeli motorists. is sponsored by 
the United Nations’ relief agency 
UNRWA. It is administered by 
100 UN staffers. 

The camp hosts several 
schools, a health center and den- 
tal clinic. It attracts many West- 
em visitors -- on this Sunday 
moming a US church delegation 
from Michigan was touring the 
camp.

A large proportion 
of the inhabitants are university- 
educated, and many of the young 
women wear slacks and do not 
cover their hair. 

“In Dehaishe. there is a long 
history of nationalism and grass- 
roots organizations." said Maya 
Rosenfeld. a researcher now 
writing a doctorate on Dehaishe 
at the Hebrew University. “They 
have had powerful youth and 
women’s groups and operated on 
the basis of decentralization and 
democracy. They paid a heavy 
price for their political behavior 
and sat in jail for many years.” 

The expectation of Palestinian 
rule in Dehaishe has set the camp 
on edge. Several disputes have 
erupted over land ownership. 
The civil administration has is- 
sued orders to demolish five 
homes illegally built over the 
camp's boundaries. 

in addition, UNRWA is bat- 
tling efforts ta build illegally on 
about 15 dunams within the camp 
— attempts which have resulted in 
sabotage of UN facilities. Sami 
Smhasha. an UNRWA public in- 
formation officer, said the land is 
being reserved for Palestinian 
refugees from abroad who, under 
the Israel-PLO accord, are ex- 
pected to return to the territories 
and will need housing. 

“We have made it clear that 
this land is to be used for any new 
refugees. either for their housing. 
or for any project needed by the 
camp.” Smhasha said. “We plan 
on taking Jegal action against 
anyone trying to encroach upon 
this land.” 

For these activists. the Gaza 
experiment of Palestinian self- 
mule has been a disappointment.

The company included what has 
been dubbed “the Knesset Flying 
Class” -- a group af 18 MKs, com- 
prising the heads of all the Knesset 
factions and committees and the 
seven deputy speakers. 

The party flew from Ben-Gur- 
ion Airport like a band of school-

Like most school trips, it start- 
ed with some of the participants 
suddenly remembering what they 
had forgotten to bring. MKs Yi- 
gal Bibi (NRP) and Shlomo Ben- 


izri (Shas) had left their passports - 


at home. They did what most 
travelers would do in the same 
circumstances — first they pan- 
icked and then they looked for a 
friend who could help. 

They didn’t have to search far. 
Likud MK Yehoshua Matza, sit- 
ting 2 few seats behind them on 
the bus, used his influence as 
chairman of the Knesset Interior 
Committee and sorted out the 
problem with a borrowed mobile 
Phone. 

Ai the airport, the MKs proved 
that they truly reflect the national 
culture. 

The elected representatives of 
the Israeli people could not keep 
oui of the duty-free stores — with 
shopping lists ranging from 
sports shoes to an electric organ 
tfor Shas MK Yosef Azran’s 
son). Take-off was almost de-

“But we should not be forced 
into adopting an apologetic tone 
when talking about the peace.” 

He also warned that it is vital 


al-religious dialogue within its 
own communities before trying 
the same with each other.

religious sensibilities. 

The Orthadox Jews asked for 
ἃ vegetarian meal; the religious 
Moslems wanted the traditional 
meaty dishes on which to break 
the Ramadan fast.

Two days later, the paper ran a cor- 
Seng ra “The rabbi, Avi Weiss. said 

it Mayor David Dinkins was ‘respon- 
sible for the climate after Yanket Ro- 
senbamm,’ not that he was Ἢ ible 
for the death of Yankel Rosenbaum." ” 
(As it happens, this quote, too, was 
incorrect.) 

An even worse distortion occurred 
on March 8, 1993, when the Times ran a 
story about a picket led by Weiss out- 
side Sheikh Rahman 


"s mosque. (Rah- 
an is the alleged 
1993 World Trade Center bombing.) 
Weiss was quoted: “We are here to 
condemn this place and this mosque.” 
The statement was too juicy for finer 
Jews to overlook. In a Forward article 
(March 19, 1993) Leonard Fein de- 
scribed Weiss as “ἃ perpetual noise- 
machine,” “wholly undisciplined and 
reckless,” who acts in “the manner of a 
Salem witch hunter” and “implicates a 
whole community in his denuncia- 
tions.” He compared Weiss to Aysha 
Salameh, mother of one of the WTC 
bombers. Just as Salameh accuses the 
Jews, saying they bombed the WIC 
building and then blamed her son for it, 
Weiss blames all Moslems for the 
crime.

ACTUALLY, there is one group that is - 


focusing on education: the haredim. 
And good for them. They know what 
they want and go after it methodically. 
Their curriculum is clear and they are 
better funded than anybody else, be- 


_ cause aside from the government and 


muaicipal moneys that all the sectors 
get. they raise their own capital. 

They have long school! days and hot 
meals. They thus attract people from 
outside their own circles, especially new 
immigrants with little means, who need 
to send their children somewhere for 
the day so they can work. 

Secular education, meanwhile, lags 
bebind, underfunded and under- 
planned. Sadly, there is no clear direc- 
tion among the non-Orthodox Israelis, 
aside from growing materialism. 

Why is education so critical? Israel is 
a country that was created out of a 
terrible need, following the Holocaust. 
It had shared ideals and a common 
purpose. Without them, I believe we 
are in real danger. If making money is 
the supreme objective, people can go 


elsewhere, to North America, Europe 
or Australia. 

Over the past couple of decades, Ts- 
tael has grown increasingly polarized 
and divided. There are dozens of pofiti- 
cal, socia} and ethnic groups and fac- 
tions pulling in different directions, 
tearing the nation apart. If we are to 
stay one people in this region, we have 
to unite and we have to make peace 
with our neighbors. This we cannot do 
unless we are able to educate our chil- 


* dren toward tolerance and give them 


values, even if it takes another genera- 
tion or two. 


WHEN I was growing up in Vienna, it 
was the capital of an empire of 20 
nations: Germans, Czechs. Hungar- 
ians, Slovaks, and so on, including all 
those groups that are fighting now in 
Bosnia. Today, Vienna is all Austrian. 
Its citizens live peacefully together. 
They have closed the gaps, 

‘Will we go the route of Vienna or 
Sarajevo? The answer lies in education. 
Education of a nation, not of separate 
factions headed in different directions. 
Bridge the gaps, teach tolerance, re- 
spect for others, devotion to public 
causes, good citizenship. 

Today, unfortunately, we have this 
kind of unity only in special schools for 
the handicapped. In these schools 
there are Jews of every kind, as well as 
Moslems and Christians, 81] learning 
together, all of them getting along, al- 
most without any tensions. There are 
also some joint Arab-Jewish kinder- 
gartens that are an example of what an 
integrated society can be. 

But these are drops in the bucket. If 
we want the peace treaties to be mean- 
ingful, we-have to make a special effort 
in education. What is needed, along 
with the preservation of Jewish tradi- 
tion, is thorough planning and imple- 
mentation of an educational system that 
can carry us into the 2ist century.

A calf which was to be the means 
of reaching out to God instead 
became a god, and a festival 
meant to be a celebration of the 
divine turned into an orgy. 

The golden calf debacle em- 
bodies the potential danger of rit- 
ual, with each person adding his 
own “vision.” In order to counter 
the potential frenzy of ritual, it 
was necessary for God ta be very 
precise as to how He wanted to 
be worshiped in the Sanctuary — 
to this point and no further -- thus 
preventing the fanaticism that re- 
sults from excess. 

Therefore the Torah must be 
precise in what it wants for divine 
worship, and must record the fact 
that Moses and Aaron carried out 
the divine plan to the letter, but 
no further. Hence the Oral Law 
adds to the area of human rela- 
tionships, but hardly at all to the 
details of the Sanctuary. 


WE FIND the confluence and 
relative significance of these two 
elements — the laws between man 
and God and the laws between 
man and man, expressed in a fas- 
cinating halacha. 
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the biblical record of the people 
slandering Moses. At that time 
God sent a plague, but Aaron 
“...ran into the midst of the con- 
gregation, and behold the plague 
had begun among the people, 
and he put on incense and made 
atonement for the people.” 
{Numbers 17:12.) 

Hence the descendants of Aar- 
on (the high priest) must atone 
for the slander of the Israelites in 
every generation.

INTER is a very good 
time for bird-watching, 
particularly if you want 


to see migratory waterfowl and 
other winter tesidents. 


Some bird-watching can easily ἡ 


be done in the garden or a nearby 
park or field where there are 
shrubs and trees. But for serious 
waterfowl observation you will 
probably need to go where there 
are more birds. 

‘Wherever you live there is 
probably a good site nearby. 
Such places are also wonderful 
places for winter hikes. which are 
much easier on a sunny winter 
day than in the hot season. and 
almost all sites are excellent 
places to have a picnic and see 
wildflowers. .

The best places are in the Dead 
Sea area, the Negev mountains, 
the Arava, and Eilat, where more 
migrating fowl can be seen than 
in almost any other place on 
earth.

Kayaking offers unspoiled 
firsthand view of Cape Cod

Teal back roads ἴῃ this 
part of the Cape aren't 
roads. They’re rivers. 

The watery arteries of the Pa- 
met and the Herring lead directly 
to the still-wild heart of this 
much-trampled vacationland. 

And there's no better way to 
explore those winding streams 
than aboard a sea kayak. 

On one of these sleek and si- 
lent craft, you can slip beneath 
the oaks and red maples, past the 
pitch pines, rugosa roses and 
beach plum just as quietly as one 
of the kingfishers working the 
river. 

‘You can watch painted turtles 
splash as drop off sun- 
warmed logs, listen to the sum- 
mery sounds of red-winged 
blackbirds or spy on circling 
hawks. 

Let your gaze drift toward the 
horizon, where weather-beaten 
houses crest rolling moors and 
the whoosh of the far-off surf 
sounds like a roaring wind. 

Sometimes, when the pogy are 
Tunning, you might feel them 
drum against the hull of your 
boat as they surge upriver riding 
a tiny wave of their own making. 

Running rivers is just the start 
of what you can do in a sea kayak 
on the Cape. There are kettle 
ponds to explore, waves to surf, 
bays to cruise and, for the intrep- 
id and skillful, there's the three- 
kiJometer paddle from Chatham 
out to the Monomoy Islands, 
where you can share the sea with 
harbor seals and gray seals. 

Sea kayaking may also have a 
certain cachet among the local 
Iiterary set - sometime Cape resi~ 
dent and globetrotting writer 
Paul Theroux has been paddling 
around the Cape and out to the 
islands for years.

The sport of sea kayaking need 
only be as difficult -- or as easy — 
as you choose. A first-timer can 
settle into an open-cockpit kayak 
as easily as onto a Barcalounger. 
It's something like sitting atop 
a big surfboard, albeit one with a 
keel, to make tracking (traveling 
in a straight line) easter. 


Sea kayaks are also typically 
longer and sleeker than those 
used in rivers. Traditionally, they 
are used in open water. 

The boats are tippy ~ no worse 
than a canoe — but maneuverable. 

Aq open cockpit cuts the nov- 
ice's fear factor greatly -- you 
arent connected to vour kayak 
with a spray skirt. so if the craft 


‘flips, you simply slide off the boat - 
and into the water. (In kayaking. ἡ 


a spray skirt is the snug neoprene 
skirt worn around the paddler’s 
waist and fitted onto the kayak's 
cockpit.) 

Paddling a sea kayak is a 
breeze. Eric Gustafson, a kayak- 
ing guide who works the Outer 
Cape, has taken bis 80-year-old 
grandmother out paddling. And 
he has taken kids as young as 


eight.

Poor planning has clogged 
Jerusalem’s arteries, leaving it 
with a weakened heart, 
Bill Hutman reports 


RI Ben-Asher. Jerusa- 

fem’s new chief city plan- 

ner, raised eyebrows 
when he challenged a policy long 
considered too holy to criticize 
publicly. 

But he was praised for speak- 
ing frankly about an issue that 
has tugged at the nation's con- 
science since the city’s reunifica- 
tion in 1967: whether Jerusalem 
was being built up in the proper 
fashion. 

The consensus at City Hall was 
that Ben-Asher was right in lash- 
ing out at politics being put ahead 
of planning considerations in the 


ital. 

“Planning for Jerusalem is 
done by government offices to 
serve political ends, and not with 
an eye to urban factors,” Ben- 
Asher told the city’s building and 
planning committee. 

“Such planning is unhealthy 
for the city.” said Ben-Asher, 
who began working in the post in 
December. putting him in charge 
of all aspects of urban planning in 
the capital. 

The former Interior Ministry 
planner. who headed the Jerusa- 
jem District Planning Committee 
was speaking at the committee 
hearing on the controversial plan 
to build a Jewish neighborhood at 
Har Homa in southern 
Jerusalem. 

His remarks were clearly ἃ 
swipe at the plan. which as ex- 
pected passed the committee eas- 
ily bv ἃ vote of 7-1. But he went 
further. questioning Israel's de- 


The Ezra Youth Movement 
has established a fund to write 
a Sefer Torah in memory of 


velopment policy for Jerusalem 
since 1967. 

in particular. he fashed out at 
the long-held government policy 
of pushing for construction of 
large Jewish neighborhoods 
around central Jerusalem, for de- 
mographic and strategic reasons. 

The new neighborhoods were 
built with an eye to their quick 
population, often before the 
proper infrastructure and public 
Services were built to make them 
livable, Ben-Asher told the 
councillors. 

A report issued by the city this 
week reviewed that quick devel- 
opment: In 1970, Jerusalem was 
108,000 dunams and had a popu- 
lation of about 290,000. Today. 
the city covers 123,000 dunams — 
following the 1992 annexation of 
15,000 dunams just west of the 
city and part of Ramat Rahel, a 
kibbutz wedged between the 
southem neighborhoods of East 
Talpiot and Taipiot — and has 
nearly doubled its Ur gemnenen 

Ben-Asher closed his presenta- 
tion to the committee with the 
metaphor that seemed to sum up 
his view of this fast development:

Trade deficit soars in January 


THE trade deficit soared 59.5 
percent last month to a record $1 
billion, as exports shrank 6.8% 
and imports jumped 13%, the 
Central Bureau of Statistics re- 
ported yesterday. 

Exports fell to $1.37b. from 
51.470. in December, while im- 
ports rose to $2.37b. from $2.1b. 

Preduction input imports 
jamped 14.9% to $1.69b.. as fuel 
imports shot up 76.4% to $224 
million, from $127m. in Decem- 
ber. Consumer imports increased 
18.4% to $290m., from $245m. 

Seasonally adjusted figures, 
excluding ships. airplanes and di- 
amonds, show a drop in exports 


τ of 14% in November, December, 


and January compared with the 
previous three months. By con- 
trast, imports were 9% hipher

TREASURY director-general David Brodet yesterday called on the 
Bank of Israel to signiftcantly increase the weight of the dollar in the 
currency basket to improve trade terms. 


According to Brodet, the dollar should make up to 85 percent of the 
currency basket instead of 53%, currently. He noted that while the 
currency basket rose by about 6% fast year, the dollar's value barely 
changed against the shekel. 

Treasury spokesman Eli Yoseph explained that Brodet wants the 
currency basket’s make-up to be re-evaluated to reflect the ratio of 
dollar-linked trade, since the weights assigned to the five currencies 
that make up the basket have not been changed since its creation 10 
years ago. 

Bank of Israel spokesman Ohad Bar-Efrat rejected Yoseph’s expla- 
nation, saying that every year, the central bank reviews the volume of 
trade of the different currency blocks and adjusts the ratio of each 
currency in the basket accordingly.
